Abstract Text - ABTX (1): 

An optical system for recording and reading information on an optical 
information medium such as a video disk, a mini disk, a magneto-optical disk, 
and a phase change disk. The optical system includes: a light source for 
irradiating the optical information medium with a light beam through a coupling 
lens and a objective lens; the coupling lens which is a spherical single lens; 
and the objective lens which is a double-sided aspherical lens and provided 
movable along an optical axis of the light source; in which the light source is 
located between the coupling lens and a focal point at a side of the light 
source, of the coupling lens. The optical system defines the number of a 
numerical aperture on the side of the optical information medium, and a lateral 
magnification ratio of the optical system. 

Brief Summary Text - BSTX (34): 

An optical system for recording and reading information according to the 
present invention comprises at least a first spherical single lens which is a 
coupling lens 3, and a second double-sided aspherical lens which is an 
objective lens 2, numbered from a light source 4 side as shown in FIG. 1. The 
light source is positioned in the coupling lens side with respect to a focal 
point on the light source side. The objective lens can be moved along the 
optical axis for focusing which is one of its several functions, and satisfies 
the following conditions.

However, in the case where the lateral magnification ratio m.sub.c is zero, 
that is, the composition of the optical system is near that of the optical 
system shown in FIG. 2(a), the coupling lens composed of a spherical lens can 
not maintain the performance of the optical system, and therefore, it is 
required that the coupling lens is composed of an aspherical lens or two 
spherical lenses, resulting in the excessive cost.
